At 2 o'clock p. m. a joint committee of 
the city council and of the federated trades 
unions called on Mr. Witkes and asked 
him to consent to the appointment of five 
citizens whose positions should not be those 
of arbitrators, but to determine whether 
or not the Pullman company has anything 
to arbitrate. The committee as proposed 
was to consist of two citizens chosen by 
the Pullman company, two by the circuit 
court judges and one by these four.

Wickes, of the Pullman company, and the 
committee from the city council and thelabor 
organiZations, which waited upon him, was 
dramatic in the extreme.

Alderman McGillen addressed Mr. Wickes 
and placed before him the proposition as 
authorized by the full committee. Once, 
a@s the alderman halted for an instant, Mr. 
Wickes said. “The company cannot recede 
from the position is has already neld.” 

The interjection aroused Alderman Mc- 
Gillen and he eloquently portrayed the sit- 
uetion in all its bearings and the inevita- 
ble consequences. Mr. Wickes listened at- 
tentively. He seemed touched by the ep- 
and when the spokesman had con- 
cluded, retired with Attorney John S. Run- 
nells, of the Pullman company, for consul- 
tation. 

The delay was of brief duration. When 
he returned every one present read in Vice 
President Wickes’s stern face the fateful 
answer he would make. The feeling was 
intense, and the little throng compused of 
committeemen and members of the rress 
and news associations waited breathlessly 
for him to speak. Addressing A!derman 
McGilien, Mr. Wickes said: * The Pullman 
company has nothing to arbitrate.”

company would assume a responsibility so 
tremendously grave.

We 
shall not allow any one to tell us how our 
pusiness shall be conducted and we shall 
not consent to arbitration. Our business 
is our own private affair and we want no 
interference from federal or state, or-any 
other government,”” Mr. Wickes replied. 
There was nothing more to say. 

Endorsing Mr. Cleveland. 

Tonight's action of the city council in re- 
spect to Mr: Cleveland’s order bringing fed- 
eral troops to Chicago was forestalled by 


a large number of endorsements of his ac- 


tion sent him by prominent business men 
of the city. The list of signatures includ- 
ed those of almost every conspicuous mer- 
chant, manufacturer and banker of Chi- 
cago. : 
Touching the situation in general, it may’ 
be said that in Chicago the roads were all 
doing better than on any day since the 
strike began. Passenger trains were moving 
with more or less regularity’ and freight 
has’ been cared for with good results. 

At St. Louis, Kansas City and Denver 
it was reported that railroad business had 
about returned to normal ccnditions. Nash- 
ville also reported an improvement. 

About the only points at which the strike 
managers showed any gain were in the par- 
tial walkout of firemen at Fort Scott, Kas.; 
the freight men on the Kanawha and Mich- 
igan at Charleston, W. Va., and the strike 
of the American Railway Union men on 
the Big Four at Mattoon. It will thus be 
seen that at the leading railroad centers 
the strikers made perceptible losses, while 
their gains are are at comparatively unim- 


portant points.

Debs and the Officials Enjoined.,. 

President Debs and the Olfciais of the 
unlon were enjoined today by the United 
Staies court in Kansas as well as in Ohio. 
lt was aiso announced that the president’s 
proclamation yesteruay forbade uny meet- 
ing of the strikers or of the olticiais, I*or 
this reason and throug?n-trustworthy legal 
advice, wnatever conlerences are belag heia 
are in secret. 

Grand Master Workman Sovereign, of 
the Knights of Labor, attended a meciing 
this afternoon which Was suppressed upun 
orders from the chief of police to the own- 
ers of the hall at Forty-seventh and Prince- 
ton streets, and to the leaders themselves. 
The object of the meeting was to organize 
a local assembly, but the meeting Was ad- 
journed without taking action, 

‘The officials of the union are expecting ar- 
rest hourly and are now prepared for It. 
At a legal conference heid today a line 
of defense was mapped out, and the ques- 
tion of applying for a writ of certiorari, 
compelling tne uuthorities to take cog ni- 
zance of the fact, as they claim, that the 
railroads are deliberately delaying the mails 
rather than run without Puilman coaches, 
was discussed. 

The intention is to carry the matter into 
the courts and secure, if possible an in- 
junction forbidding the railroads to hold 
trains on account of the absence or cut- 
ting off of Puilman cars. Another plan of 
attack in the courts is to secure the affida- 
vits of receivers of delivered mail and the 
testimony of railroad employes that the 
mails have been delayed solely by the rail- 
roads, which refused to run out trains with- 
out Pullman cars. It is to be shown that 
the Pullman cars are the cause of the de- 
lay, and a ruling will be sought to com- 
pel the roads to run the mail and passen- 
ger trains without the palace cars. A large 
array of legal talent has been secured, and 
it is understood that a number of leading 
attorneys of the city have volunteered their 
services. 

The impending arrest of the leaders has 
made all of the subordinate officials cau- 
tious in their remarks and expressions. No 
meeting of the executive board was held 
today—that is, no regular meeting, and no 
reguiar meetings wiii be held from this 


time on. 
Knights of Labor to Strike. 


Grand Master Sovereign and Member Mar- 
tin of the executive board attended a secret 
conference this afternoon, at which the sit- 
uation: was discussed by the Knights of 
Labor. A final decision to strike in num- 
bers all over the country was finally adopt- 
ted. Mr. Sovereign said tonight that every 
Knight of Labor in the United States would 
go when called upon to assist the strikers. 
One more day of suspense, and the city 
will either be restored to a peaceful con- 
dition or riot and anarchy will run loose 
in the streets. This is the universal ver- 
dict as to the outcome of the attempt at 
arbitration with the Pullman: company, 
which failed today, and the unanimous 
agreement of all labor organization’ to 
strike in sympathy with the Pullman em- 
ployes and the American Railway Union 
men unless a settlement of strike and boy- 
cott is effected before 4 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon. 

The Printers Have Not Consented. 

The rumors have been flying today as to 
the probable action of the strikers and tae 
authorities. It is not doubted that over 
one hundred thousand men will obey the 
call to Strike as agreed upon at the meeting. 
Only one union has not agreed to 
strike, and that is the printers. 

The gravity of the situation is becoming 
more and more apparent in Chicago and 
as the feeling increases the efforts on tp 
part of the disinterested parties to secure 
a settlement have been redoubled. 

Anarchists Busy. 

The news spread broadcast tonight that 
the anarchists in Chicago had not neglected 
the opportunity to inflate the excited masses 
with their destructive doctrine, and it has 
tended to increase the excitement and sus- 
pense.

Washington, July 9.—The president this 
evening followed his proclamation of last 
nighf by issuing another of the same tenor, 
but more general in its appkcation. The 
proclamation is as follows: — 


“By the President of the United States of 
America—A Proclamation: Whereas, By rea- 
son of unlawful obstructions, combinations 
and assemblages of persons, it has become 
impracticable, in the judgment of the presi- 
dent, to enforee, by the ordinary course 
of judicial proceedings, the laws of the 
United States, at certain points and places 
within the states of North Dakota, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Washington, Wyoming, Colo- 
rado and California and the territories of 
Utah and New Mexico, and especially along 
the lines. of such railways traversing said 
States and territories as are military roads 
and post routes and are engaged in interstate 
commerce and in carrying United States 
mails; 

“And, whereas, For the purpose of en- 
forcing the faithful execution of the laws 
of the United States and protecting prop- 
erty belonging to the United States, or un- 
der its protection, and of preventing ob- 


| Structions of the United States mails and 


of commerce between the states and terri- 
tories, and of securing to the United States 
the rights guaranteed by law to the use of 
such roads for postal, military, naval and 
other government service, the president has 
employed a part of the military forces of 
the United States; 

“Now, therefore, I Grover Cleveland, pres- 
ident of the United States, do hereby com- 
mand all persons engaged in, or in any 
way connected with such unlawful obstruc- 
tions, combinations and assemblages, to dis- 
perse and retire peaceably to their respec- 
tive abodes on or before 3 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon, on the 10th day of July, instant.”

GENERAL MILES’S ORDER. 


Federal Troops Are to Co-Operate 
with the State and City Forces. 
Chicago, July 9.—This order wag issued 

this afternoon by General Miles: 

“To ajl United States troops serving in 
the department of Missouri: The acts 
of violence committed during the past few 
days in the stopping of mail trains and 
the blocking of interstate 
commerce; open defiance and violation of 
the injunction of the United States court; 
the assaults upon the federal forces in the 
lawful discharge of their duties; the de- 
struction, pillage and looting of interstate 
commerce property belonging to citizens of 
the different states, and other acts of re- 
bellion and lawlessness, have been of such 
a serious character that the duties of the 
military authorities are moFe clearly de- 


post roads; 


fined. 
“The proclamation ofthe president for 
the commander of the land and naval 


forces, and the state militia, when in ser- 
vice, is understood by the military to be 
in the interest of humanity and to avoid 
the useless waste of life if possible. 

“It is the executive order for all law- 
abiding citizens to separate themselves from 
the lawbreakers and those in actual hos- 
tility to the action of the United States 
court and the laws of the hulional govern- 
ment. He has defined the attitude of 
these lawbreakers to be that of enemies of 
the government, and, hence, it is the duty 
of the military forces to aid the United 
States marshals to disperse, capture or de- 
story ajl bodies of men obstructing the 
mail routes and in actual hostility to the 
injunction of the United States court and 
the laws of the United Slates. 

“This does not change the relation of 
the federal officials with those of the local 
authority, as it is expected that the state 
and municipal governments will maintain 
peace and good order within tbe territory 
of their jurisdiction. Should they fail or 
be overpowered, the military forces will 
assist them, but not to the extent of 
leaving unprotected property belonging to 
or under the protection of the United States. 

“The officer in the immediate command 
of troops must be the judge ag to what use 
to make of the forces of his command in 
executing his orders, and, in case serious 
action be required, and if there be time, 
he will communicate with his next superior 
tor his instructions. 

“The earnest efforts of the law-abiding 
citizens have done much to improve the 
condition of affairs during the last few 
days, and I earnestly request all law-abiding 
citizens to do whatever possible to assist 
in maintaining the civil government and 
the authority of the municipal, state and | 
federal governments in preserving peace and 
good order.”’ 
liarrison Criticizes the Proclamation. 

Indianapolis, Ind., July 9.—General Harri- 
son today mildly criticised the proclamation 
of President Cievelund regarding the rail- 
road strikes at Chicagy. He said it was 
the first time in the history of the United 
States government that the president had 
ordered federal troops into a state without 
request from the governor of such state, 
and against his protest. He did not ques- 
tion his right to do so, however.

STRIKERS RETURN AT OF. LOUIS 


In the South the Tie-Up Seems Pret- 
ty Well Broken. 


At Cleveland, Ciucinnati, Chattanooga, Me- 
ridian, Birmingham Traffic Will Be 
Handled About as Usual Today. 


Chicago, July 9.—Chairman John M. Egan, 
chairman of the Association of Railroad 
Managers, when asked tonight by the As- 
sociated Press for an official statement of 
the condition of the roads, represented in 
that association, said: 

“With the exception of two or three 
minor instances, there has been no trouble 
or disturbance reported today. All the lines 
have run their regular through passenger 
and mail trains, and a number of the lines 
resumed their suburban trains. All of the 
lines commenced work in their freight 
yards and many freight trains were run in 
and out of the city. The Union Stockyards 
Company are clearing their tracks of wreck- 
age and repairing the damage done during 
the past week. They expect to commence 
operation tomorrow (Tuesday) morning. 
The total number of trains moved today are 
equal to the total number moved during 
the past four days. It is true than trains 
have been guarded to prevent their being 
molested, but the action of.the military to- 
wards the. mobs and rioters during the past 
two days have had a most satisfactory 
effect. The president’s proclamation, to- 
gether with General Miles’s order has pro- 
duced excellent results. The lines of rail- 
Way expect to show better results tomor- 
row. The men who have replaced the 
strikers are good, practical men and are sat- 
isfactory to the lines that have employed 
them.’’ 


OPENING UP AT NASHVILLE, 


The Roads Control the Sitwatien and 
Are Handling Freight. 
Nashville, Tenn., July 9.—(Special.)—Neith- 
er the Louisville and Nashville nor the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis had 
any trouble with passenger trains today. 
Two freight trains arrived here on the 
Louisville and Nashville—one from Bowling 
Green and one from Decatur. The road 
made no attempt to send out any freight 

and the freight depot is closed. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
howeyer, opened its freighthouse this morn- 
ing and received freight all day. It cleaned 
up its yards practically by sending out three 
freight trains lastnight and two this morn- 
ing. 

The Southeastern train tonight took out 
the first sleeper that has left here for 
Chicago in ten days. 

Numerous meetings of all the local 
branches of various railway orders were 
held here today, but little or nothing’ was 
agreea upon. The roads have been en- 
deavoring to have the men fuifill contracts 
with the road and have refused to recog- 
nize the American Railway Union, with 
which they have no contract. Ail 
strikers belong to one or the other orders 
with which the roads have contracts. 
The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
announces tonight that beginning tomor- 
row morning all freight trainmen will be 
called to go on their regular runs and if 
they fail to respond their places will be 
filled.

TURN AT MERIDIAN, 


HKagineers Take Out Their Trains with 
Non-Union Firemen. 
Meridian, Miss., July 9.—(Special.)—The 
topic for conversation upon the streets here 
today was the great strike. The bulletin 
boards were eagerly watched by all classes. 
There has been no boisterous conduct on 
the part of the strikers or general public. 
The city is very quiet. The firemen struck 
yesterday, but the running of through pas- 
senger trains has not been interfered with. 
The engineers made their usual passenger 
runs with non-union firemen. The em- 
ployes, 275 in number, of the Queen and 
Crescent shops refused to work this morn- 
ing and the shops are shut up. The Mobile 
and Ohio and the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia are running all trains as usual. 
Chattanooga’s Track Clear. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 9.—All fear of 
a strike at Chattanooga is gone. The only 
trouble here now is the strike of the fire- 
men on the Alabama Great Southern rail- 
road, and that is not at all interfering 
with the running of passenger trains. All 
the men on all of the other roads are at 
their posts and trains, both freight and 
passenger, are running regularly. A 
freight train and fifty-two cars, pulled by 
two mogul engines, cleared off the perish- 
abie freight that had accumulated here in 
the yards ef the Cincinnati Southern. 

The effect of President Cleveland’s 
proclamation is noticeable.

NOT THEIR AFFAIR. 


Railway Men Around Montgomery Are 
Keeping Out of It. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 9.—(Special.)—In 
spite of the idle rumors here today, there 
is nothing new in the strike situation. The 
roads leading into Montgomery are mov- 
ing local freight and the employes of the 
Montgomery. divisions say they will not 
strike unless absolutely forced to. They 
have no grievance and can see no reason 
why they should become implicated. 

The people here are in sympathy with 
the melon growers of southwest Georgia 
and southeast Alabama in the almost entire 
loss of their crop. It is hard luck -that the 
strike should have occurred as their ship- 
ments commenced. 

Montgomery is a gateway through which 
a large part of the crop is distributed. 

A railroad man who arrived here from 
Thomasville today says that twenty-six 
carloads are ready for shipment there on 
the tracks, with no prospects of being 
moved. Thousands of dollars worth of fruit 
have been thrown overboard at Mobile 
bay and bananas are selling there at 8 
cents per bunch. 

A Full Complement of Men. 

St. Louis, July 9.—The strike situation 
among the roads today is in line with the 
improvement wmoted yesterday. On the 
west side of the fiver every road and yard 
has practically a full compiement of men 
and the handling of cars on shippers’ pri- 
vate switches has been resumed. The pas- 
senger service is.also on a normal basis, 
except for the few duplicate trains not 
now running for lack of business. On the 
other side decidedly Farger forces of yard 
and switchmen are at work and the return 
of strikers to work are increasing in num- 
ber. On that side all freight offered is 
handled, except for the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Mobile and Ohio, which 
have difficulties with their road crews, 
which, however, is in a fair way for ad- 
justment. 

The Strike at Galveston. 

Galveston, Tex., July 9.—As stated last 
night, the strike on the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe culminated here this ssorning, 
about 125 railway union men going out. 
Traffic at this point, however, has been vun- 
interrupted and business is going on as 
usual. The strikers made no attempt to 
detach Pullman cars, but have cortired 
their efforts to get other orders to join in 
striking, »n which, thus far, they have been 
unsuccessful. 

Vicksburg Has a Strike. 

Vicksburg, Miss., July 9.—The American 
Railway Union trainmen on the Queen and 
Crescent, in this city, quit work today. 
Trains, however, with slight delay are 
moving as usual. 

Will Start Trains Today. 

Cleveland, O., July 9.—A conference was 
held this morning between the managers 
of all local railroads, Marshal Haskell and 
the city authoritites. The railroad officials 
stated that they had all the men necessary 
to operate traims, if they were guaranteed 
the necessary protection were given and 
protection from the strikers. Assurances of 
the railway officials announced that they 
would start trains at 6 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 


RESUMING TRAFFIC. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Is Selling 
Tickets to Chicago. 
Baltimore, Md., July 9.—Charles O. Scull, 
general passenger agent of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railway, today announced that 
the regular schedule of passenger trains 
had been resumed the Chicago 
division of that road, and _ trains 
are now running into and out of Chicago 
as usual. The sale of through tickets has 
been resumed at all stations along the 
line, and there is now no delay to passenger 
traffic because of the strike at Chicago.

RACE WAR IN THE NORTH. 


Armed Negroes March Upon a Town 
and Are Repulsed, 
Scottdale, Pa., July 9.—One hundred armed 


negroes marched into Scottdale today. They 
carried revolvers and clubs. When Burgess 
Robinson ordered them to disperse they 


opened fire on him. The burgess called a 
number of citizens to his assistance, and a 
general riot ensued. The negroes ran, pur- 
sued by 1,000 citizens. - Fully 200 shots were 
tired, 

Two negroes were shot—one fatally—and 
others were badly beaten, 

The negroes escaped to Fayette. county 
and went to McClure’s works, where they 
are said to be recruiting forces preparatory 
to making another attack on the town. 

The wildest excitement prevails. 

The burgess has asked the citizens to 
arm themselves to repel the anticipated at- 
tack. One of the negroes, who was shot in 
the head, was brought to Scottdale. Threats 
of lynching are heard on all sides. The 
Sons of Veterans, armed with rifles, have 
been called out and are on guard at the 
locK-up. 

The negroes are headed by Sanford White, 
superintendent of the McClure Coke Com- 
pany. They are now at the city limits and 
an armed body of citizens have just gone 
to meet them. A battle is expected in a 


short time . 


KILLED BY STRAY BULLETS 


Fired Over the Heads of a Mob by the 
Soldiers. 

Danville, lll., July 3.—Mrs. Michael Glen- 
nan and Miss Ciara James were killed, 
and one unknown man mortally wounded at 
Westville this afternoon by a voliey fired 
over the heads of a crowd of rioting n.iners 
by a company of the militia. 

The miners had been rioting in this 
vicinity since yesterday afternvon. Luring 
last night a number of freight cars were 
destroyed in the Hastern Illinois yard by 
incendiary fires. 

This afternoon a number of curs were 
derailed at Grape Creek, on the She!by- 
ville branch. When the wreckage had been 
Cleared the inbound pasgenger train pro- 
ceeded without molestation until Westville 
was reached. When it stopped there it 
was surrounded by a crowd of :nivers and 
held. Word was telegraphed to Dauviile, 
and a special train with a company of state 
troops started at once for the scene of the 
trouble. 

About one mile from Westville a large 
crowd of miners had collected, and upon 
the approach of the train bearing the mili- 
tia, began warlike demonstrations. Several 
pistol shots were fired at the soldiers, who 
returned the fire, shooting vver the Feads 
of the mob from the train, intenling t0 
scare them. 

Miss Clara James, the seventeen-year-old 
daughter of Jonas James, was stauding in 
the doorway of her home. A Dullet struck 
her just below her right oreast and she 
died almost instantly. 

MRS. MICHAEL GLENNAN, a widow, 
standing in her own yard, was also struck 
und died in five minutes. 

AN UNKNOWN MAN received a mortal 
wound and will die before midaight. 

The militia then left the train and chaig- 
ed the crowd, securing three prisdavrs. ar- 
ter this the crowd dispersed and no furihber 
resigtance being offered, the troops returned 
to their train, which had deen coupled in 
front of the passenger, and the trp to 
Danville was made without delay. 


FLEISCHER WAS A SPECTATOR. 
He Was in the Way of One of the 
Bullets. 

Hammond, Ind., Juiy ¥.—Anthony Seidler, 
coroner of Lake county, arrived. here today 
and held an inquest on the body of Charles 
Fleischer, who was shot by a federal sol- 
dier yesterday. The jury was impaneled 
in the city hall. The mayor and members of 
the council and a large number of citi- 
zens were present. The testimony given by 
three witnesses, one of them a brother-in- 
law of the victim, showed that the soldiers 
commenced the shooting, without any 
warning, on a moving train in the direction 
of the crowd which had thrown a rope 
around a Pullman car in the effort to up- 
set it in the way of the soldiers. The wit- 
nesses testified that Fleischer was standing 
two blocks away from the Pullman car 

when the soldiers began to shoot. 

The verdict of the jury was that Fleischer 
came to his death by accident caused by 
Company D, Fifteenth regiment of infan- 
try, United States army, shooting wantonly 
and carelessly into a peaceable crowd. 

The federal troops were withdrawn from 
Hammond by order of General Miles this 
morning, leaving on a special Michigan 
Central train for Chicago at ll o’clock. 
This leaves the Indiana militia, 750 strong, 
in possession of the railroad prop- 
erty. A camp has ~been_— estab- 
lished on the old ball grounds 
Near the tracks. Militia was sent to all 
the railroads to guard the propérty and pro- 
tect the crews at work removing obstruc- 
tions. 

Superintendent Snyder, of the Alichigan 
Central road, said that the road was clear. 
Trains were running on all the roads enter- 
ing Hammond today. Two.thousand work- 
ingmen are on a strike here today. Thir- 
teen hundred of them are from the Ham- 
mond company's packing house. Some of 
them went to work this morning, but spon 
quit and are all out voluntarily to aid the 
Pullman boycott. Sixty employes of the 
spring works joined the strikers, and there 
are one hundred and fifty American Rail- 
way Union men on a strike.

A Reduced Majority.

The house simply will not 
accept the senate bill or anything like it. 

It wil] insist upon free raw material and 
revenue, instead of protective duties, all 
the way through. 

The senate conferees will stand out for 


+ their bill for a time, but it is expected that 


the house conferees will have sufficient 
firmness to carry through the ideas of the 
house which have already been plainly 
expressed. 

Mr. Wilson naturally wants the bill made 
as much like the original Wilson bill as 
it is possible to make it, and Messrs. Mc- 
Millin, Turner and Montgomery are ex- 
pected to stand ‘firmly with him. 

The great part of the work will be done 
by but two men—Senator Jones and Mr. 
Wilson, The others will simply follow 
after them and vote. 

Georgia Products in the Bill. 

Mr. Turner has already been urged by 
many of his friends to look particularly 
after certain interests. Colone] Lester saw 
him yesterday about the duty on uncleaned 
rice, which the Wilson bill made 1 cent a 
pound and the senate bill eight-tenths of 
a cent. Colonel Lester wants the duty 
placed atl cent. Mr. Turner is being urged 
from some sections of Georgia to have a 
duty put on lumber, but that ig contrary 
to the wishes of the house committee. 

The conferees will have the greatest diffi- 
culty in agreeing upon a sugar schedule. 
The house bill placed all sugars on the 
free list. The senate puts a duty of 40 
per cent on all sugars, with an additional 
duty of one-eighth of a cent per pound 
on refined, and still an additional one- 
tenth of a cent on sugars from countries 
paying a bounty. The senate conferees 
wil] attempt to hold this schedule. The 
house conferees do not expect to get a 
free sugar schedule, but will not consent to 
this heavy duty and discrimination in favor 
of the trust. Over this the longest and 
most bitter contest is expected. ‘Tnere are 
those who think an agreement can never 
be reached. But that is absurd. The demo- 
crats of both houses are determined that 
there shall be a new tariff law in effect 
by August Ist, and that congress shall 
adjourn by August 15th. 

The Coming Issue in Florida. 

In fixing its eye upon Senator Call’s 
pretty sky-blue socks, the great American 
public. has lost sight of Jerry Simpson, the 
sockless statesman. 

Jerry, when first heard of, had songs sung 
in his praise and rhymes sung in his henor.

NATIONAL PROMOTIONS. 


The Retirement of Admiral Skerrett 
Causes a Moving Up. 


Washington, July 9.—The flagship 
Baltimore arrived at Nagasaki, Ja- 
pan, today, and in reporting her 
arrival to the navy department Rear Ad- 
miral Skerrett sent an accompanying dis- 
patch asking to be placed on the retired 
list. This request is in according with a 
law recently formulated by Secretary Her- 
bert for relieving the stagnation in naval 
promotion. Orders placing Admiral Sker- 
rett on the retired list and ordering him to 
return home were issued today. The re- 


tirement of Rear Admiral Skerrett will be 


followed: by the promotion of Commodore 
Joseph Fyffe, who would ordinarily retire 
on account of age July 22d. An order di- 
recting him to appear for examination be- 
fore the naval retiring board was issued 
today. If Admiral Skerret had not retired 
Commodore Fyffe would have gone on the 
inactive list as a commodore. In accord- 
ance with Secretary Herbert’s plan, Com- 
modore O. F. Stanton, commanding the 
north Atlantic station, will be promoted, 
vice Commodore Fyffe, and will immediate- 
ly be retired as a rear admiral. Commodore 
Henty Erben, commanding the European 
station, is next in line and when he re- 
ceives his commission as a rear admiral 
he, too, will retire. The last on the list of 
commodores is R. W. Meade, who will be- 
come a rear admiral many years in ad- 
vance of his retirement. These changes will 
result in the promotion of four captains to 
be commodores, and a corresponding num- 
ber of commanders, lieutenant command- 
ers, Heutenants, junior and 
and ensigns to the next highest grade. _

HOW THE DIVISIONS WILL BE RUN 


The C. 0. and A. and the C. and G.te Ee 
Sold Today at Columbia—Other 
Bailrosad News. . 


The work of organizing the grand new 
system of Southern railways goes steadily 
on, and the old Richmond and Danville 
and the old East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia will soon be all under one general 
head. . 

Today the Columbisz, Charlotte and Au 
gusta and the Columbia and Greenville will 
be sold at Columbia, 8. C. 

Mr. Samuel Spencer and Mr. C. H. Coster 
went to Columbia from Knoxville after 
buying the East Temegsee, and will be 
there today to buy the two roads named. 
This carries the wom of reorganization 
right along and the.cther roads that are 
yet to. be sold will in die time be bought in 
‘py Mr. ‘Spencer and hs associates. 

General Manager Grren and ‘Third Vice 
President Baldwin, of the Southern, will 
also be at the sale. They left Atlanta yeg- 
terday morning in their private car to 
reach Columbia today and be there when 
the roads are sold. 

They came down the road Sunday from 
Washington and spent Sunday night in 
Atlanta. They came gmuth looking over 
the road and inspecting the condition of the 
tracks, and will go overall the lines that 
are to become a part of the Southern 
Railway. 

Mr. Spencer Talks. 

To a Constitution rpresentative Mr. 
Spencer remarked before joing to Columbia, 
to purchase the railroad; that are to be 
sold there today, that it would be seYeral 
months yet—before the new system is 
thoroughly organized andis put in smooth 
operation. 

“There is a great deal of work to be 
done in this business,’”’ said he, “and it will 
take time to do it. We are just at present 
very busy with the work of buying in the 
roads that are to be closed out, and the 
courts will have to ratify each of the sales. 
This takes time. But we are going aheay 
with it as rapidly as possible and hope to 
have the roads all at work under the new 
system by the latter part of August and 
certainly by the first of Septemver. 

“As to the operation of the roads when 
they are organized under the new system,’’ 
continued Mr. Spencer, ‘‘there is but little 
to say. It has already been announced 
that the system will be divided into sepa- 
rate and distinct parts. The old Li:chmond 
and Danville and branches will *‘orm one 
of the divisions and the old Kast Terres- 
see and branches will form the other di- 
vision. This last will be called the wegt- 
ern division of the system and will be under 
a different management from the old Kich- 
mond and Danville. The western ‘ii -ision 
will be made up of all lines west -f Knox- 
ville and Atlanta. This division will be 
operated by a general manager, and the 
old Richmond and Danville wili be tnder.a 
general manager. Both of thes2 will re- 
port to the central office, which will be 
located in New York. They ‘wil in thig 
way be run almost on tne same busis of 
operation upon which they have always 
been run, except there will be some cutting 
down of expenses and forces oh e@ccuunt 
of the consolidation. Of course, the idea of 
consolidation always carries with it the idea 
of reduction of forces. But for the present 
this reduction will not be great. ‘There 
will be certain offices which can be joined 
when both systems are one. 

“T cannot say anything about the personnel 
of the general officers further than to re- 
mark that I will go about this with a view 
to business. I have no friends to reward 
and no enemies to punish. 1 have no 
favorites outside of the present officers 
of the two systems to bring in here and 
compliment with office. I will therefore 
not be embarrassed in the matter of ap- 
pointing new oliicers. I think, all things 
considered, the men now in charge of the 
roads know better how tu run them than any 
outsider that could be brought in, and I 
am disposed to give them the offices where- 
ever it can be done in accordance with the 
plan of consolidation that has been adop- 
ted. 

What About Headquarters. 

“knoxville will continue to be head- 
ouerters for the western division of the 
new system, at least temporarily. Of 
course we reserve the right to change head- 
quarters whenever it seems to us to be 
tor the best interests of the company. But, 
for the present, I see no reason why Knox- 
ville should not continue to be headquar- 
ters for the mew system’s western divis- 


ion.”’ 

Mr. Spencer was asked if Washington 
would continue to be headquarters for the 
old Richmond and Danville division. 

“For the present, yes,” said he. “You 
know the law requires us to make Rich- 
ncond the regwar headquarters. There is a 
technical point of lawin our chartered 
rights that stipulates that Richmond shall 
be headquarters of the system. 1 am sure 
that we will have to remain in Washing- 
ton for awhile anyhow with the operating 
department, even if we have to muke Kich- 
mcnd headquarters for the general offices. 
You see we have had our general offices 
at Washington so long it would be hard 
to move away from there suddenly. we 
rave our building there and wouid have to 
take steps toward getting it off our hands 
end straightening many things before we 
could move. But the law requires us to 
place headquarters at Richmond and [I 
don’t see how we are to get around that

Atlanta?’ was asked. 

“Well, it will be a long time before the 
Central can be aaded. You see the Centrai 
is in such a shape as will not allow it 
to be joined to the system for some time 
to come. It will be a good many months 
befcre it is to be sold. The pian of reor- 
ganization of the Central, however, is go- 
ing on and it will be in good shape after 
awhile.” 

In dividing the territory of the two lines 
Mr. Spencer says the western or old East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia division 
wili embrace all lines west of Bristol and 
Atianta. Whether he means by this that 
the East Tennessee south of Atlanta te 
Lruenswick through Macon will be under 
the western divizion is a question of intcr- 
est. Some think that this part of the old 
k'ast Tennessee will be under the eastern 
division of the Southern Railway, or the 
division over which General Manager asreen 
will preside. 

As to the Officers. 

Third Vice President Baldwin will be 
oyer the entire system, having complete 
control of the operation of the lines. 

Mr. Sol Haas, who has been named as 
assistant to the president, is to have com- 
plete control of the traffic department of 
the two systems, western and eastern. 
This is already seen from the fact that he 
upproves the orders and circulars sent: out 
by Traffic Manager Culp. In this connec- 
tion it now transpires thut Mr. Haas was 
asked to take the office wf traffic manager 
of the entire system, buf declined on ac- 
count of his health. He told the authori- 
ties that he had broken. down his health 
and wanted something vf an office that 
would not carry with it such tedious and 
troublesome work. He suid if he couldn't 
get some such office he would be compelled 
to step out. He did not talk this way ina 
demanding way, but simply placed it on 
the ground of enfeebled heaith and then 
it was that he was made assistant to the 
president. But it is already clear that his 
duties will be to survey the traffic work, 
He is practically traffic manager. 

Then will come General Manager Green, 
of the eastern division, and parallel to him 
General Manager Hudson, of the western 
division. Nothing seems to indicate that 
General Manager Hudson will not be re- 
appointed. 

Next will come the passenger offices of 
the two divisions, the freight offices and 
all other offices of the traffie department. 
It is thought that slight changes, if any 
at all, will be made in these offices, and 
the men who now have charge it 18 al- 
most certain: will continue tu wield au- 
thority over their respective routes. Ke- 
ceiver Henry Fink, it is thought, will be 
first vice president, this office having been 
left vacant so far. 

When They Are to Be Sold. 

The remaining lines to be sold @vill, in 
due season, be added to the list- The Geor- 
gia Pacific is to be sold in Atit..ta on the 
18th. of August. 

The Louisville Southern is to be sold in 
Louisville on the J6th of August. 

The Western Nolth Carolina is to be 
bought in on the 2ist of August. 

On that same day the Northwestern North 
Carolina ig to be put under the hammer. 

Or the 22d of August the Oxford and 
Clarkesville and the Clarkesville and North 
Carolina are to be sold. This will wind up 
the sales until the Central is ready to be 
put under the auctioneer’s hanimer.

The Petition Was Taken Before Judge 
Richard Clark in the Absence 
of Judge Lumpkin.

General Manager T. W. Garrett is again 
temporary receiver of the Atlanta and 
Florida Railway Company, the second time 
in the road’s history. 

He was appointed yesterday afternoon by 
Judge Richard H. Clark on the petition of 
the American Trust and Banking Company 
et al. | 

September 8th was the time set by Judge 
Clark for the defendant road to show cause 
before Judge Lumpkin as to why the re- 
ceivership should not be made permanent 
and the temporary injunction and restrain- 
ing order endowed with the same lasting 
qualities. 

For a number of days this move has been 
in contemplation and the papers have been 
in the hands of Ellis & Gray, attorneys for 
the various petitioners, since last week. It 
was decided by the petitioners that no 
move would be made in this direction until 
it became absolutely necessary to do so 
for self-preservation. The allegations bear 
this out to the letter. 

It has not been long since the road was 
purchased by the bondholders and an ef- 
fort made by all parties interested to get it 
on its. feet and in fine running order. Cap- 
tain Garrett was at that time receiver, and 
he was made general mangger and has 
kept the road in fine shape th the funds 
at his command. The Atlanta and Florida 
is nearly entirely an Atlanta institution, 
having been built to a great extent by At- 
lanta capital. Colonel R. F. Maddox was 
for a long time president of the road, and 
at that time its condition was most flour- 
ishing. 

The attorneys for the petitioners went 
before Judge Richard Clark yesterday af- 
ternoon at a late hour and presented the 
petition. The names of those joining in the 
prayer for a restraining order and injunc- 
tion and the appointment of a receiver 
were as follows: The American Trust and 
Banking Company, J. J. Anderson & Co., 
the Phoenix Foundry and Machine works, 
C. G. Hannah, Parrott Lumber Company 
and Paul J. Murphy, receiver of the Chick- 
amauga Coal and Iron Company. 

The American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany claims that the road owes to it $5,188; 
the Parrott Lumber Company alleges that 
the road is lawfully in debt to them in the 
sum of $334.17, and the Chickamauga Coal 
and Iron Company claims $538.27. The 
others are minor sums. 

Upon this showing Judge Clark slgtied an 
order making T. W. Garrett temporary re- 
ceiver and granting a temporary injunc- 
tion and restraining order. This order also 
set September 8th as the time when the 
road should show cause before Judge 
Lumpkin why the receivership should not 
be made permanent and the injunction and 
restraining order given the same turn. The 
parties reserved the right to appeal for a 
hearing at an earller date if they so de- 
sired. 

The papers in the case were filed last 
night with the clerk of the superior court, 
sire. 

Revives a Much-Talked-of Story. 

Some time ago there was lots of gossip 
floating around in regard to what was re- 
garded as an extremely probable deal be- 
tween the Atlanta and Florida and the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia, involving the 
building of twenty miles of road between 
here and Marietta and the subsequent es- 
tablishment of a through line from Fort 
Valley to Knoxville. 

In some way this failed to materialize, 
though there was a great deal of discussion 
tending towards this end. 

Now that the road is again involved in 
litigation and another sale seems highly 
probable, this talk is revived and _ the 
through line becomes a matter of extreme 
possibility. That some steps will be taken 
to consolidate the two roads seems certain, 
and the appointment of the temporary re- 
ceiver last night may be but a primary 
step towards this desirable end. 


NOT AN ATLANTA MAN, 


Some McCullough Has Been Murdered 
but It Was Not W. T. 

Late last night a special from Rome told 
of the Killing of W. A. McCullough, a 
traveling mam. It was theught that he 
lived in Atlanta, but investigation ehows 
that W. T. McCullough, of the Everett- 
Ridley Company, was in the city yesterday 
morning. 

The special was as follows: 

“Rome, Ga., July 9.—-(Special.)—The Bur- 
ney Transfer Company received a letter 
today from CressweH, Shelby county, Ala- 
bama, stating that W. A. McCullough had 
been murdered and robbed at that place. 
In one of his pockets was found a business 
card of this transfer company and the let- 
ter asked for identification of his outfit. 
The transfer company Knew nothing of the 
man and turned the letter over to the Arm- 
strong hotel. Clerk John Coker remember- 
ed that a W. T. McCullough hed stopped 
at the hotel two weeks ago. This McCul- 
lough traveled for the Everett-Ridley-Ra- 
gan Company, of Atlanta, and wa, a popu- 
lar salesman. A traveling man nere today 
says he saw McCullough in Gadsden, Ala., 
last week. All things together caused the 
hotel people to believe that it was the At- 
lanta traveling man and a telegram was 
sent his house, telling what was known 
here and asking if it could be their man.

A Lesson dream Russia. 


The south, instead of manufacturing 
her cotton crop, allows New England 
and foreign countries to turn it into 
manufactured goods, which we then 
purchase at a good price. Russia is 
adopting a different policy. She is en- 
couraging the production of cotton in 
central Asia, and with this product and 
what she imports from the United 
States she has increased her cotton man- 
ufacturing until it now suffices for home 
consumption and exports its goods to 
foreign markets. We extract the fol- 
lowing from a long article in The New 


York Evening Post: 

In 1886 the number of spindles in Furo- 
pean Russia, including Poland and Finland, 
was 3,912,806; the nmber of power looms 
was 84,516. The number of working hours 
in Russian factories is not uniform, but 
varies from twelve to thirteen and a half, 
eighteen, twenty-one and twenty-four hours 
per day. The number of working days dur- 
ing the year is estimated at 280. In for- 
eign mills the number of working days is 
usually estimated at 300 of ten hours each. 
in the last ten years the number of spindles 
has increased, approximately, 16 per cent 
and the number of Iooms 20 per cent. At 
the present time the number of spindles in 
Russia may be estimated at 6,000,000, and 
the number of looms at 200,000, taking 300 
days per annum of ten working hours. Ac- 
cording to the statistics for 1889, 211,000 peo- 
ple were employed in the spinning and 
weaving mills; of this number 110,000 hands 
were employed in weaving for 200,000 looms, 
and about 100,000 in spinning for 600,000 
spindles. Hence it appears that there are 
in Russia about two looms and sixty spin- 
dles per workman. * ° 

The printed goods of Russian manotfact- 
ure answer, in all respects, the demands of 
modern times. Their great variety of colors 
and styles of finish enable them to meet 
the wants of buyers of refined and of ordi- 
nary tastes. The printed goods of the Mos- 
cow and Serpukhoff mills may fearlessly 
be placed on a par with similar goods from 
the best Mulhausen or Rouen print works. 
As for the calendered and red prints, which 
have such a widespread sale throughout 
the ‘empire, and also in the neighboring 
Asiatic provinces, they may be said to 
justly have earned a good reputation among 
foreigners. 

The cost of production of cotton yarns of 
medium numbers in Russia is from 9-12 
Kopeks per number per pood (that is, from 
444 to6cents, pproximately, per thirty-six 
pounds), so that the cost of production of 
thirty-six pounds of twist yarn, No. 32, is 
from $1.44 to $1.92. The cost varies in different 
lealities somewhat. The Polish district has 
the advantage of cheap fuel, owing to the 
rich coal mines near at hand. The Peters- 
burg district is less advantageously situated, 
having to use coal imported from England, 
and the sioscow district, where turf, wood, 
naphtha, and coal are principally used, la- 
bors under still greater disadvantages, 
The price of labor is highest in the Polish 


; and lowest in the Moscow district; weavers, 


the best paid class, for example, in the 
Moscow, district receiving $1 to $1.90 per 
week, while weavers in the Polish district 
receive from $2 to $3.50 per week. 

This is a wonderful record fur a coun- 
try so unfavorably situated and con- 
tending with so many difficulties. 
Doubtless the manufacturers in Russia, 
England and New England. wonder 
What the people of the south mean by 
leaving the bulk of cotton manufactur- 
ing to be done by the outside world. It 
is true that we are doing better in this 
respect every year, but we need a cotton 
manufacturing craze. We need big 
mills and little mills, and co-operative 
mills. The place for them is right here 
in sight of the cotton fields. 

When the south maunfa¢tures all of 
‘her great staple, supplying the demands 
of home and foreign consumers, hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of our pres- 
ent income will be kept at home, and we 
shall have an additional income of hun- 
dreds of millions more from the foreign 
countries that will purchase our yarns 
and sheetings and prints. 

This one industry will make the south 
rich. It is the biggest piece of folly in 
the world for us to go at it in a half- 
handed fashion, allowing the north and 
Europe to manufacture our staple and 
make the profit that should go into our 
pockets. 

We must wake up, or even Russia will 
get ahead of us in an industry which 
we should monopolize. 
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Seventeen Years Ago. 


The present strike is not yet so exten- 
sive and disastrous as the one of 1877. 

The great strike of that year spread 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and 
lasted from the middle of July until the 
middle of August. Hundreds of lives 
were lost and the damage by fire and 
otherwise amounted to many millions 
of dollars. : 

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad re- 
fused to comply with the demands of 
the striking brakemen and conductors 
for the restoration of their former 
wages, andonthel7th of July a freight 
train on that road was thrown from the 
tracks, damaging the engine and some 
of the cars and injuring the engineer 
and fjreman. On the 18th President 
Hayes issued a proclamation command- 
| ing the rioters to disperse before noon 
of the following day or take the conse- 
quences. He also ordered 300 artillery- 
men to go fo Martinsburg, where there 
was danger of mob violence. On the 
19th of July the brakemen and conduc- 
tors on outgoing freight trains at Pitts- 
burg struck, and gave notice that new 
men should not take their places. On 
the 21st the situation was serious at 
Pittsburg, Baltimore and other places 
along the Baltimore and Ohio. The gov- 
ernor of Maryland called out the mili- 
‘tia. A mob fired on the state troops in 
Baltimore and the fire was returned, 
killing four men and wounding several. 
The mob increased in number and fired 
on the troops again and chased them 
down the street. More than a dozen 
people were killed during the night. 

At Pittsburg a reign of terror pre- 
vailed. Mobs several thousand strong 
stopped trains and obstructed the track. 
Two thousand troops were attacked in 
the streets by the mob, and when the 
soldiers opened fire f nh persons 
were killed, three of the slain and sev- 
eral of the wounded being women. The 
mob then attacked the roundhouse, 
which contained 1,500 soldiers. They 
fired a. cannon at the imprisoned troops, 


(and an oil train qvas set on fire, The | 


burned, and the fire destroyed 2,000 
| cars, most of them containing merchan- 
dise. Before the fire was subdued $5,- 
000,000 worth of property was destroyed 
and more than 100 persons were killed. 
At Baltimore an oil train was set on 
fire, causing great destruction of prop- 
erty. 

In Pittsburg the rioting continued for 
days. Buildings were burned and cars 
were robbed, and the citizens were 
forced to organize a vigilance committee. 
The strike reached Chicago on the 24th, 
and the lumbermen and other working- 
men joined the railroad strikers. The 
state troops were called out and federal 
soldiers were sent to the city. Several 
pitched battles occurred between the 
mob and the troops and police, and 
many persons were killed and wounded. 

In St. Louis the strikers controlled the 
city, and set fire to cars, buildings and 
a large lumber yard, 

“arly in August the strike began to 
weaken, and by the middle of the month 
all the roads had resumed traffic. De- 
spite the fearful loss of life and prop- 
erty, in a few weeks the affair was 
practically forgotten, and the business 
of the country moved along as before. 
.This was the greatest strike in our 
history, and the one now in progress 
falls far short of it in magnitude and re- 
sults.

Such an institution is of real value to 
a community, and it is important to At- 
lanta that it should be repeated each 
summer. The people of Atlanta are cer- 
tainly under obligations to the gentle- 
men whose management has made it a 
success.

The President’s Authority. 

As some people seem to be under the 
impression that the president cannot 
call out the troops to preserve order dn 
a State until requested to do so by the 
State authorities, the following two sec- 
tions of the Revised Statutes of the Uni- 
ted States will interest our readers: 

Section 6298, enacted July 29, 1891: ‘““When- 
ever, by reason of unlawful obstructions, 
combinations or assemblages of persons, or 
rebellion against the authority of tue gov- 
ernment of the United States, it shall be- 
come impracticable in the judgment of 
the president to enforce by- the ordinary 
course of judicial proceedings the laws of 
the United States within any state or ter- 
ritory, it shall be lawful .ffor the president 
to call forth the militia of any or all the 
States and to employ such parts of the land 
and naval forces of the United States as 
he may deem necessary to enforce the 
faithful execution of the laws of the United 
States, or to suppress such rebellion, in 
whatever state or territory thereof the 
laws of the United States may be forcibly 
opposed, or the execution thereof forcibly 
obstructed.”’ 

Section 5299, enacted April 20, 1871: ‘‘When- 
ever insurrection, domestic violence, unlaw- 
ful combinations or conspiracies in any 
State so obstruct or hinder the execution 
of the laws thereof and of the United 
States as to deprive any portion or class 
of the people of such state of any of the 
rights, privileges, or immunities or protec- 
tion, named in the constitution and secured 
by. the laws for the protection of such 
rights, privileges or -immunities, and the 
constituted authorities of such state are 
unable to protect or from any cause fail 
in or refuse protection of the people in such 
rights, such facts shall be deemed a denial 
by such state of the equal protection of 
the laws to which they are entitled under 
the constitution of the United States; and in 
all such cases, or whenever any such insur- 
rection, violence, unlawful combination or 
conspiracy opposes or obstructs the laws 
of the United States, or the due execution 
thereof, or impedes or obstructs the due 
course of justice under the same, it shall 
be lawful for the president, and it shall 
be his duty, to take such measures, by the 
employment of the militia or the land and 
naval forces of the United States, or of 
either, or by other means, as he may 
deem necessary, for the suppression of such 
insurrection, domestic violence or combi- 
nations.”’ 

It will be seen that the whole busi- 


ness is left to the judgment of the pres- 
ident. His action in sending troops to 
Chicago and in issuing his proclama- 
tion commanding the rioters to disperse 
was strictly within the letter and the 
_spirit of the law governing the case. 


Taking Advantage of the Strike, 


We have direct information from Chi- 
cago to the effect that the striking rail- 
road men have had no hand in the riots 
of the past few days. 

Those who have closely observed the 
mobs say that not one in fifty of the 
rioters is a railroad man. 

As a general thing the railroad men 
are law-abiding men and are opposed to 
violent methods. The trouble is that 
thousands of reckless loafers in Chicago 
take advantage of the strike, hoping 
that under cover of it they will be able 
to plunder, burn and murder. These 
outlaws are not “‘workingmen. They 
are worthless vagabonds and prefer pil- 
lage to honest work. If the police and 
the soldiers kill a few hundred of them 
few tears will be shed over their taking 
off. 

It is to be hoped that the railroad men 
will not get mixed up with these fel- 
lows, and we are satisfied that they 
will not, unless it is by accident.

Popular Errors as to What It Dees 
and Does Not Contain.

It is astonishing how certain mistakes and 
neeptions perpetvgte themselves. 1 
have heard the statement made hundreds of 
times, without exaggeration, “the declara- 
tion of independence declares that all men 
were created free and equal.” No doubt 
that expression will be used in multitudes 
of Fourth of July orations this year, as it 
has been used in past celebrations. 

Of course the declaration of independence 
does not make any such foolish statement. 
‘“‘We hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that all men are created equal,” etc., etc. 
Equal in brains, body, morals, genius? Cer- 
tainly not. Nothing could have been further 
from the mind of Jefferson. Equal before 
the law. Equal in all that pertains to life 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. It 
used to be a “fad” with a certain type of 
writers to speak of this declaration as a 
mass of “glittering generalities.’”’ It is the 
gandest political utterance that ever came 
from the pen of man; and should be, as 
Buckle says, written in letters of gold in 
the nursery of every king. It prophesies the 
ideal commonwealth, in which every par- 
tial privilege will be swept away, and gov<- 
ernment be the simple power that protects 
and preserves the equal rights equal 
opportunities of all its citizens. 

1 do not say that the government will not, 
in the future, do many things which it 
may be unwise or impolitic to do now. I 
think I am enough of a socialist to believe 
that if a government can run a postoffice 
it may run a telegraph or a railroad 
system. I wouldn’t like to increase the pow- 
er of such men as form the iiew York po- 
lice force, and till such men are driven 
permanently from politics, political action 
should be confined within the very narrow- 
est limits, But, some time in the future, 
governments will be vast instruments of co- 
operation. Not interfering with the true 
and wholesome doctrine of individualism, 
not putting men into mental uniforms, as 
too many socialistic schemes would do; 
but substituting for the selfish independ- 
ence that prevails the larger truth of inter- 

dence “each for all and all for each.”

 POPULISTS MEET. 


They Held a Lively Session at the 
Courthouse Yesterday. 


THE DELEGATES WERE UNINSTRUCTED 


The Proceedings Characterized by Plain 
Talk from Those Present— Details 
ofthe Meeting. 


The populist mass meeting at the court- 
house last night materialized a very small 
crowd, and it was made up of men of 
many minds. 

The advertised purpose of the meeting 
was to select delegates to the senatoria] 
convention of the thirty-fifth district. It 
was evident from the start that the meet- 
ing was factional, even to the extent of 
a faction within /a faction. So marked 
was this that the faction which apparently 
won was not satisfied with the measure of 
its victory. 

Epithets formed a conspicuous feature of 
the meeting, and “the lie’ flatly given to 
@ speaker came as a lurid aftermath. 

From all appearances, there were two 
or three cut-and-dried slates in the sleeves 
of those present, and this precipitated a 
Wrangle that aroused no little bad blood, 
and completely frightened off its perch the 
white dove of harmony. 

Mr. J. N. Rosser, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, presided over the meet- 
ing. After he had stated its object, a nym- 
ber moved that the chairman select a com- 
mittee of seven to nominate six delegates 
to the senatorial convention. 

This brought Mr. E. F. McMannaman to 
his feet, who opposed the motion, and de- 
manded that the delegates be selected 
directly by the mass meeting. 

A long debate ensued, in which it ap- 
peared that Mr. McMannaman and his 
followers favored delegates who would sup- 
port J. F. McMillan for the senate. It was 
at this juncture that the name of Sam 
Small wag suggested as the candidate of 
the opposing faction, and several bitter 
speeches were made in opposition. 

E. W. Sampler threw himself into the 
breech as the friend of the evangelist, and 
stated that the latter was not a candidate, 
so far as he or his friends were aware. 
This, however, did not satisfy Mr. McMil- 
lan’s friends, and the motion to elect the 
delegates by ballot was carried. 

A score of nominations followed, and 
resulted in the selection of the following 
delegates: D. H. Kent, W. O. Morris, J. 
B. Harris, M. L. Stewart, Oscar Parker 
and Dr. Eli Griffin 

Pending the announcement of the ballot, 
E 8S. McNeal mounted the platform and 
moved a reconsideration of the ballot. 

‘“‘T do this,’’ said he, “‘because an act un- 
worthy of populists has been perpetrated 
on this meeting. Certain men have come 
here with a view of rushing through a 
cut-and-dried ticket. I hold in my hand 
here a ticket written in one man’s hand- 
writing, which was fixed up today in a 
hall at the corner of Broad and Marietta 
streets, and the men who have received 
the apparent majorities in this meeting 
are almost identically the same. The men 
who concocted this scheme are the sons 
of democrats, and I want to say here that 
they are rotten as h—ll.” 

Mr. McMannaman was on his feet in a 
moment, and, shaking his fist at McNeal, 
said: 

“If you allude to me, you lie.’’ 

This was followed by a tumult of ap- 
plause and hisses, and for a few moments 
it looked lke an effort would be made to 
put McNeal] out of the house, but the 
chairman eventually succeeded in restoring 
order. 

A motion was then made by Mr. McMan- 
naman to instruct the delegates for McMil- 
lan, but a motion to adjourn broke the 
meeting up with a whoop, and the motion 
died aboning.

Two Atlanta Boys Are Lodged in Jail 
On a Charge of Theft.

“The payment of taxes for 1893 does not 
entitle a man to vote at\the coming pri- 
mary unless he signs a registration oath,’’ 
said Tax Collector Stewart yesterday. 

“A number of people,’’ he continued, 
*‘seem to believe that the payment of the 
taxes due, providing always, that all pre- 
vious. taxes have been paid, gives them 
the right to vote. I know of a number that 
have failed to.register—men, too, who are 
taking a Kvely interest in the primary. 
It is not too late for those who have not 
signed an oath, but have paid their taxes 
up to date, to come in yet and qualify.”’ 
The following is the form of the oath 
that every taxpayer is obliged to sign in 
order to qualify: 

“Oath of Voter—Georgia, Fulton County. 
I, ——, do swear, or affirm, that I am a c't- 
izen of the United States, and that I have 
resided in this state one year. and in this 
canntey sie morths, next preceding the com- 
ire election: that T am twentw-nne wvoors 
old, or will be before the said election; 
that I have paid all taxes which, since the 
constitution of 1877, have been required of 
me previous to this year, and which I have 
had an opportunity to pay; and that I re. 
side in —— district, Fulton county, or at 
No. ——, on —— street, in — ward, ta, 
Ga. Sworn to and subscribed before me, 
this, ——, 1894.’’

Although deliveries of coal and coke to 
the mills and furnaces have become more 
regular, there is universal complaint in 
the iron trade of a scarcity of orders. 

The compromise arranged with Jones & 
Laughlin in the Pittsburg district removes 
the probability of a labor strike from the 
situation, but still consumers do not some 
forward. It is known that some work of 
importance is held back, and that the se- 
vere economies of the railroads cannot con- 
tinue long. 

A hopeful feeling prevails as to prices, 
and producers are not eager to make con- 
tracts at old prices. 

In pig iron especially some manufacturers 
are reluctant to make engagements for 
more than a few weeks ahead, anticipating 
an advance in prices. 

For finished material the demand con- 
tinues small and prices are not ag firm as 
a few weeks ago. There is perhaps a little 
more business, but there seems to be more 
mills competing for it. The disposition 
among consumers to hold off is especialiy 
marked.

The General Situation.

The week just closed was a bad one for 
wheat. Depression returned and put prices 
down about as low as ever before. Various 
circumstances combined to weaken the 
merket. Bulls have been long in the habit 
of grasping at straws, so that the strike 
was seized by fhem as an excuse for wie 
decline. Undoubtedly these labor troubties 
have had some effect on sentiment. They 
are not responsible, nowever, for the re- 
newed depression. Legitimate conditions 
have induced further liquidation and ush- 
ered in another low range of prices. ‘he 
sharp spurt of a few weeks ago, which 
carried the market up about 10 cents, was 
based on speculation and sentiment. Just at 
the time when Eurone seemed about to 
buy, speculators took hold of the market 
and rushed it up. ‘That killed the export 
demand—or what there was of it~and 
when the speculative buying power became 
exhaueted, the natural downward tendency 
prevailed again. As the season advanced, 
crop reports improved and ho gave place 
to despondency. The small crop moye- 
ment was absolutely without influence in 
the face of Europe’s apathy. This move- 
ment was lighter than ever last week, as a 
result of the strike. The ficures snow 
that traffic, as all know, was at a stana- 
still. But there is no reason to believe that, 
even had there been no labor troubles, the 
receipts of wheat would have been liberal.

With tne 
harvest almost completed, and the begin- 
ning of the new movement ‘close at hand, 
and over 50,000,000 bushels in the visivie 
supply, holders became disheartened. But 
with all these factors of discouragement 
prevailing there can be no question but that 
a revival‘in the export demand wovld cause 
a radical change in sentiment and a pro- 
nourced improvement in prices. Whenever 
wheat reaches a commercial basis, it wiil 
have reached bottom. There ought not tuo 
be much risk in buying it now on conces- 
sicns. Corn and oats ruled dull, and, con- 
sidering the weakness of what, very 
strong. The outlook for corn was never 
better at this seascn,. but the critical pe- 
riod is ahead.

When his relatives reached his side he 
was barely abfé to stand. and was talking 
wildly and incoherently, unable to make 
himself understood. As seon as he was 
half-carried int the hallway of his home it 
was seen that his clothes were partly tern 
from him and that he had been robbed. 
Where he had two diamond studs duriug 
the early part of the evening, there were 
left two ragged holes as evidence that they 
had been torn out of Nis shirt front. His 
cravat, which contained a handsome scart 
pin, was missing and $23 in money had been 
taken from his pockets, 

Mr, Haubold remained in a delirfous state 
of mind until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when he was able to tell of his adventure, 
speaking a few words ata time. In the ex- 
ecitement of his late and unusual home-com- 
ing, his family failed to remark that his 
glasses were broken and that there was a 
bruise on the side of his head. Dr. Clar- 
ence M. Paine was summoned at 7 o’clock 
in the morning and in order to quiet him 
gave him a hypodermic injection of mor- 
phine.. In order te do this he was obliged 
to roll up Mr. Haubold’s sleeve, thus dis- 
covering, for the first time, bruises on the 
left arm. Dr. Paine investigated further 
and found that he was badly bruised on the 
other, and that his side was inflamed and 
swollen from heavy blows that might have 
been administered by severe kicks. 

As soon as he was able to talk, although 
it was only in a rambling manne: Mr. 
Haubold, who is a good-looking, aihletic 
young man, told a strange story. It was 


from the effects of the drug, but little by 
little he managed to give them what he 
remembered of the night before. His wife 
knew that he was going out with some 
comrades to spend the afternoon at Iceville. 
When he returned it was after 7 o'clock, 
and in order to reach home us quickly as 
nossible, so that he might not cause his 
wife any excitement, he took a cab. From 
this point he remembers but very little, 
though, in repeating the story, he tells it 
in just the same way. He seems to believe 
that he was struck and drugged in one 
hack and afterwards put into another. He 
remembers getting out of the second hack 
at the corner of Decatur and Yonge streets, 
which is only a few steps away from his 
home. He says that he fell out of the cab, 
and that the driver offered to assist him 
home, but that he refused his aid. 

‘I don’t seem quite to remember just how 
it was,” said Mr. Hatibold to a Constitution 
reporter last niv-ht. “I remember about §& 
or 9 o’clock I started home in. hack, and 
it seems that I remember that there was 
some one in it, though I can’t just quite tell 
right now, I may remember it after awhile, 
the doctor says. 

“Then I think that I was put in another 
hack, but I think I was drugged and 
whipped in the first hack, but I doen't re- 
member anybody striking me. When I got 
out of the second cab I fell out and the 
driver wanted to help me, so 1 don't think 
he had anything to do with it, I may be 
able to tell about it after awhile.”

TO THE MEMORY OF B. W. CLARK. 


A Tablet to Be Placed in Ramoth 
Charch. 


Madison, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)—Judge 
H. W. Baldwin, of this city, has presented 
to Ramoth church, of Putnam county, a 
marble tablet in memory of Benjamin W. 
Clark, who was a member of that church 
exactly fifty years. On July 4, 1886, when 


ing the fiftieth anniversary sermon of the 
church, Mr. Clark, occupying his accus- 
tomed seat, was taken ill, and the weather 
being hot his friends bore him out into the 
yard, where, under the shade of an oak, he 
almost instantly died. His body was borne 
pack into the church and the conclusion of 
the anniversary was the funeral sermon of 
the faithful, aged deacon. 

Mr. Clark attended forty-nine sessions of 
the Central Association, having missed one 
because it met on his wedding day. He 
was foreman of perhaps fifteen or twenty 
Putnam county grand juries. He was born 
in 1810, at Clark’s Hill, South Carolina, the 
present home of ex-Congressman George D. 
Tillman. He was an own uncle of three 
of Georgia’s most distinguished judges— 
Hons. James M., John T. and Marshall J. 
Clark, and grandfather of Hon. R. N. 
Holtzclaw, of Perry. He was a man of 
fine intellect and wide reading, but without 
political ambition. 

Judge Baldwin was principal of Ram- 
moth school for four years, during ail 
of which he boarded with Mr. Clark. This 
appropriate gift marks his attachment to 
the church and reverence for the memory of 
his friend.

He Was a Scotchman and Had Some 
of Georgia’s Money. 


THE M'LAREN BEQUEST UP AGAIN 


The Court Officer in Charge ofthe Fund 
Tries so Make Off with It, but Is 
Caught—A Story from Glasgow, 


’ The famous McLearn legacy comes to the 
front once more, and this time furnishes 
quite a gensaitional story. 

A good deal has been printed about the 
peculiar legacy of the old Scoichman, John 
McLearn, who, years ago, left between 
600 and 700 pounds as a legacy to be ex- 
pended in the education of the negroes on 
a plantation in south Georgia near Savan- 
nah. The attention of the state authori- 
ties was first called to the matter several 
years ago and State School Commissioner 
Bradwell has for about two years been 
working hard to secure the money with 
the idea of giving it to the state school for 
colored youths at Savannah. The claim 
has been in process of adjustment and 
the compromise had been effected with the 
heirs of the McLearn estate, ‘whan sudden- 
ly a new complication arose. 

The money had been placed in the 
hands of Archibald McRae, who had been 
appointed by the court to act as judicial 
factor in the disbursement of the siate. 
Now comes the news from Glasgow that 
McRae endeavored to embezzle the money, 
Was caught, convicted and sentenced to 
penal servitude for a term of six years. 

But there is still a chance to secure the 
money. 

McRae’s Breach of Trust. 

The whole Story is told in a letter which 
Captain Bradwell has received from Wil- 
liam Gibson, of Glasgow, who has been 
acting as the represeniative of the state in 
the matter. 

MchkKae, who is a man about thirty-six 
years old, had the 600 or 7W pounds trust 
money in a bank to his credit, and becom- 
ing short of tunds, placed this trust money 
to the credit of his firm. it was alieged

The exact provisions of the original be- 
quest couid not be carried out as the 
emancipation of the Slaves made it im- 
possible. For this reason the compromise 
was made and the case had justi avout 
reached a settiement When this new compli- 
cation arose. Captain Bracwell is very 
anxious to secure the fund and believes the 
spirit of the bequest would best be carried 
out in using the money for a scholanship in 
the state school at Savannah. it will sure- 
ly go tor the education of colored youihs 
in some shape.

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Some Arctic Explorations. 


From Golden Days. 

The first artic exploring expedition that 
we have any record of consisted of one ves- 
sel, the Godspeed, commanded by Captain 


Bennet. 

It sarted in 1603 for a voyage of discovery, 
and accomplished little or nothing. This 
was the first organized expedition sent out 
for the purpose of artic discovery, though 
Davis, sixteen “years before, ascended the 
strait which bears his name, to the latitude 
of 72 degrees, 12 minutes. 

Baffin, in 1616, advanced through Davis’s 
- gtrait. and in the same direction as high as 
the latitude of 78 degrees, and Hudson, in 
1607, in his famous ship the Half Moon, pene- 
trated into the artic seas to the latitude 
of 81 degrees, 3% minutes, and saw 
from the promontories-of Spitzbergen land 
lying to the northeast beyond the eighty- 
second degree of north latitude. : 

In 1751, Captain McCallam sailed without 
obstruction along the western coast of Spitz- 
bergen, and beyond, as high as latitude 8 
degrees, 30 minutes, where the sea was open 
and the weather fine; but he did not proceed 
farther north, from the fear of the ice clos- 
ing in his rear, and cutting off all hope of 
his return to the southern seas. 

Captain Wilson, in the summer of 1%4—a 
rare year for warmth—advanced to the lati- 
tude of 8 degrees in search of whales. 

The sea was quite clear of ice as far as 
could be discerned; but apprehending dan- 
ger if he should proceed farther, he sailed 
back over the course he had come. 

The Polar seas at this period were indeed 
open, for one of the most extraordinary voy- 
ages was performed by Mr. Stephens in this 
same year, 1754, which, if we give credencé 
to it. will appear most astonishing. 

He was a skillful navigator, and while on 
the coast of Spitzbergen, in a small bark, 
was driven from the land by a southerly 
wind whieh blew for several days, and his 
run ended in placing him beyond the parallel 
eighty-four an a half north latitude, with 
the sea still open. 

In different subsequent years the Green- 
land whalers have advanced to the latitude 
of $1 or 82 degrees, and some Dutch cap- 
tains have alleged that they had been car- 
ried by winds and currents as far north as 
latitude 88 degrees, or even 8 degrees, 4 
minutes, only twenty miles from the pole; 
but these are undoubtedly pretensions and 
exaggerations, as they are not authenticated 
by any reliable data. 

Frequent attempts have been made to sail 
around the northern continent, 

Captain Parry, with the utmost exertion, 
succeeded in passing by way of Lancaster 
sound from Baffin’s bay 400 miles westward 
on the parallel of 75 degrees, but could get 
no farther, owing to the briefness of the sea- 
gon, 

In 1827, after great labor, and with the 
combined exertions of his crew, he succeed- 
ed in attaining the latitude of 82 degrees 
45 minutes, north of Spitzbergen, no farther 
-than whalers had penetrated in former years 
with scarcely a hindrance. 

He quitted his ship, the Hecla, which was 
_left on the northern coast of Spitzbergen, 
and betook himself to his boats. In the first 
two days he had advanced to 81 degrees 13 
minutes. ; 

Here he began to encounter difficulties, 
and converted his boats into sledges and 
started toward the north. On July 22d he 
discovered that the ice on which he was 
traveling was moving southward as rap- 
idly as he was advancing north, and at the 
end of several days he found himself in the 
very same latitude as when he started. 

He gave up his explorations for that sea- 
son and returned to his ship. 

In May, 1845, Sir John Franklin sailed 
with the Erebus and Terror on his voyage 
to discover the northwest passage. The last 
time the vessels were seen was in July of 
the same year. 

Nothing was ever heard from them, and, 
in the course of eleven years, twenty sepa- 
rate expeditions, at the cost of a £1,000,000 4 
were sent out in the hope of _find- 
ing—if not survivors—at least traces of the 
missing crews. But the real fate of the lost. 
ones was ascertained in 1859 by the com- 


mander of a little vessel, called the Fox, |

been declared hopeless by all else. | 

This steamer made the melancholy dis- 
covery that Sir John Franklin died June 11, 
1847, and in 1848 the Erebus and Terror were 
abandoned in the fice. ,

number—had died from cold and exhaustion.

found on the northwest coast of King Wil-. 
liam’s land, + ears to hav 
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Having found a great quantity of drift 
ice collected on the north side in the neigh- 
borhood of Cape North, they gave it the 
name of Iceland, which it still bears. 

Iceland has an area of 39,200 square miles, 
and a population of more than 7,000. About 
the tenth century Iceland was able to send 
out her own colonies. 

Thorwald, a Norwegian chief, had been 
banished in exile to Iceland for some crime 
committed by him in his native land. Soon 
after his arrival he died, and his son, known 
as Eric, the Raude, or the Red, possessing 
a restless, roving, daring spirit, and inher- 
iting his father’s temper, killed one of his 
Icelandic neighbors in a quarrel and was 

to flee. 

In 982 he sailed from his home and direct- 
ed his course southwest. After a quick 
run he descried two lofty mountains, the 
or? covered with snow,.the other with ice. 
He called the first “White Shirt,’ the sec- 
ond “Blue Shirt,” and, safling on, soon 
reached the coast. He entered a large creek 
and spent the winter of 983-’94 there. 

In the following spring he explored the 
surrounding country and was delighted with 
the freshness and verdure of the land in 
comparison with his own lost home. 

Contrasting the new-found land with the 
gloomy rocks of Iceland, he gave it the flat- 
tering appellation of Greenland, and, re- 
turring to his former home, circulated the 
most glowing and exaggerated descriptions | 
of the new country, and induced many of 
his’ former associates and neighbors to fol- 
low him. 

He sailed back with twenty-five vessels, 
but of these only fourteen reached the 
newly-discovered paradise. 

The missing eleven were never heard of, 
and were doubtless lost in some of the ter- 
rible storms that frequently sweep over the 
northern ocean. 

This is undoubtedly the first authentic 
information we have of the colonization of 
‘Greenland, and it seems clear that the first 
settlement was made on the southern pro- 
montory, near Cape Farewell, the succeed- 
ing ones stretching along the coast in a 
northwesterly direction. 

The settlements which, during the last 
hundred years, the Danes have been fommn- 
ing along the western coast, are much 
more numerous and thriving than any 
which before existed. 

The first eutabHshment consisted of a’sin- 
gie family occupying Bear island, a short 
distance east of Cape Farewe!'!l, and the 
others extend along the western coast, cov- 
ering a distance of 800 miles, the principal 
of these being Upernavik, the present cap- 
ital. : 

The waters surrounding Greenland, and, 
in fact, the entire northern polar basin, 
simply swarm with animal and piscatorial 
life, which is almost beyond human concep- 
tion. Innemerable flocks of sea fowl darken 
the air, and cover the frozen surface of the 
land, and the inhabitants of the deep are 
here found in such vast shdals and immense 
schools that the plain facts are almost in- 
credible of Delief. 

Subsistence for the numerous smaller fish 
is found in the genus medusa, which is a 
soft, gelatinous substance, exhibiting no 
sign of life, except that of expanding and 
shrinking. 

Beyond the arctic circle it is found in 
extraordinary numbers, and is eagerly de- 
voured for food. 

Where this glutinous matter exists (prin- 
cipally in the neighborhood of Greenland) 
the sea is of an olive-green color, and the 
water is dark and opaque in appearance. 

Mr. Scoresby, an authority on nearly ev- 
ery matter that pertains to the arctic 
world, and whose name is borne by a por- 
tion of the eastern coast of Greenland, es- 
timates that two square miles contain 23,- 
888,000,000,000,000 of the genus medusa. 

In those portions of the polar sea- where 
these vast pasture grounds exist, whales 
are always to be found in great numbers. 

In contrast to the arctic world, of which “ 
we know so much and of which so much 
has been written, how is it that so little is 
known of the antarctic? 

Year after year and century after century 
Well-equipped exploring expeditions have 
been sent to the north in vain attempts to 
solve the arctic problem, while, on the 
otner hand, the organized exploring expe- 
ditions to the south have oeen few and far 
between. 

The attraction, of course, in the interests 
of commerce, was at first to find a north- 
east or northwest passage to India, but at 
the present time the main idea of all these 
expeditions is to reach the pole itself, and 
each nation, in a spirit of friendly rivalry, 
is striving with another as to which shall 
have the honor of first planting their coun- 
try’s flag at the northern extremity of the 
earth. : Pe, , 

Then, the reputation of the antarctic for 
inhospitality is so well-known and feared 
that navigators and explorers hesitate to 
undertake a journey of any great length in 
that direction.

A Dyak Ci:mber.
